At the meeting of Committee I held on July 25th Inst 
at which Lr. Heisbourg, oi t:iis Legation, represented the 
Luxembourg National ..ar Crimes d ice, the members of the 
Committee lclt that, out of 22 cases (5863 to 5884) 13 had 
to be adjourned, and one rejected, on the ground that the 
Luxembourg Rational d’lice had not substantiated the charges 
by extracts from statements oj. witnesses in support of the 
evidence referred to in its charges. 


It is therefore considered that it would be useful 
if Judge Haumies, Chief Cf..icer of the Luxembourg national 
• Office, could be present at the next meeting of Committee I, 
when the Luxembourg cases will be dealt with. 



I enclose herewith 36 charges for submission to the 
U.n...C.C. anu woulo be obliged if you could let me know 
the date on which tney will come up before Committe I.
